E. F. Robbins of the Friedman 
Butterine company and G. P. Braun of Braun 
& Fitts express fear that possibly the law 
will kill the industry. 

“The measure is a vicious one.“ said Mr. 
Robbins, and it looks asif the manufactur- 
ers will have to try and sell the uncolored 
product. Whether this can be made to go 
or not is a problem. A move such as this one 
of Armour’s is to be praised, and I believe 
will be followed by all of the larger houses.

The fire department and police, with the 
aid of citizens, are at work to recover the 
dead and injured. 

Thirteen Guests in Hotel. 
There were known to be thirteen guests 
in the hotel, of whom three have been taken 
‘out up to this hour.

Among those injured are J. Fife and 
James Nolan, the well-known sporting 
writer, formerly of Louisville. Nolan is 
thought to be internally injured. Firemen 
are working on tle ruins 
‘will be brought out soon.

Mistake of Motormen. 


It was shortly after 10 o’clock when the 
Twelfth street car approached Clark street.

and Motorman Alexander Piatt, ascended

Condition of Anthracite Miners. 

„For more than twenty-five years the 
anthracite coal mine workers of Pénnsy?- 
vania have chafed and groaned under the 
most intolerable and inhuman conditions of 
employment imaginable. Their average an- 
nual earnings have been less than those of 
any other clase of workmen in the United 
States, notwithstanding the fact that their 
work is more hazardous and thé cost of Ifv- 
ing greater than in any other important 
American industry. 
»The total number of persons employed 
in and around the anthracite coal mines is 
147,500; they are employed never to exceed 
200 daye in any one year, and they receive as 
compensation for their services an average 
of $1.42 for a ten hour work day. It will thus 
be noted that they earn’ annually less than 
$300. Such pay may supply a living on a 
par with some classes of Huropean laborers,
